"  Chateau  de  Ramezay.  Built  about  1703 
by  Claude  de  Ramezay,  governor 
of    Montreal.     Headquarters  of    La 
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C'ompagnie  des  Indes,  1745.  Official 
residence  of  British  Governors  after  the 
cession.  Headquarters  of  the  American 
army,  1775;  of  the  Supreme  Council,  1837." 
In  1775  this  chateau  was  the  headquarters 
of  the  American  Brigadier-General  Wooster 
and  here  in  1776,  under  General  Benedict 
Arnold,  the  Commissioners  of  Congress — 
Benjamin  Franklin,  Samuel  Chase  and 
Charles  Carrol  of  Carrolton — "  held  coun- 
cil." Here  Franklin  set  up  his  printing 
press  and  printed  "  The  Gazette,"  which 
still  continues  as  a  Montreal  daily  paper.
